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mODTJCTIOK 


The text here translated is taken from vol. xxvi, of tke 
sdtra section of the Bkah-hgyur, folios 32g-40o. Tiiis 
version has been revised on that of voL Ixxi of the Bstan- 
hgjTir, folios 1-53, which, though generally very incorrect, 
reproducing nearly all the errors of the Bkah-hgyur (be- 
sides many others of its own), has enabled me to correct 
and complete my text in many places where it %vas so 
much effaced in the copy I made use of (that of the 
National Library' at Paris) as to be nearly useless. 

The work is divided into thirty-three chapters and four 
books, each of which contains about the same number of 
verses. Book I. has twelve chapters and 260 verses, 
Book II. twelve chapters and 249 verses. Book UL sis 
chapters and 248 verses. Book IV. three chapters and 
232 verses, making in aU 989 verses or udanas, the greater 
part of which are in verses of seven and nine syllables.^ 

The title, “ Tched-du bijod-pai tsoms,” is rendered in 
S-anskiit by Udanavarga, f.c, chapters of udanas, but the 
word udana must not be understood to imply "joyous 
utterances, hymns of praise,” but something nearly ap- 
proaching “gatha, verse, or stanza,” ^ although in some 
cases, where certain virtues are extolled, the word is em- 
ployed with its habitual acceptation of “ hymn.” 

.Such verses are very' generally found at the end of the 
sennons orsutras of Gautama, and were probably intended

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Throughout this work there occur constant slight varia- 
tions from the Pali, and, knowing as we do, the scrupulous 
care of the Indian Pandits who supervised the Tibetan 
translation,^ it is not possible to admit that these dif- 
ferences are the result of carelessness, but rather we must 
explain them by the existence of different versions on 
which the Pali and the Xorthem Buddhist translations were 
made. ' IsTow, for example, in the Pali Ividdnakathd, p. 76, 
we find the two celebrated verses, 153, 154, of the Dham- 
mapada. In both works these verses are the same in every 
respect^ but in the Tibetan version of the PTidanakathd, 
called the Jatakanidanam,- we find a quite different ver- 
sion of them. The text of the Udanavarga (chap. xxx. 
6, 7) closely follows, however, the Pali version. 

The version of the Jatakanidanam is as follows. “ He 
sung this udana, sung by all Buddhas : — 

“ 153 Tlirough an endless circle of births 

Have I sought to end, to destroy the poison, 

Seeking the maker of the house ; 

Again and ag.ain (have I known) the sorrow of birth. 

154 I have found the maker of the house ; 

No more shall (he) make a house for me ; 

All his grief is pulverised. 

And the poison is destroyed with the house. 

(My) mind is freed from the sanskara ; 

Ciavingis ended and (I) shall be no more.” 

This differs too much from the other versions to admit of 
the supposition of the translator having misunderstood the 
Pali “ sandhdvissam, visctmlchiiam” &c., of the general!}* 
received text. 

We might show similar discrepancies between gathas 
133, 134, of the Hidanakatba and the two Tibetan versions 
of the Jatakanidanam® and the Udanavarga, hut what 
has been said appears sufficient to show that there must

Our text affords no clue as to the language from which 
It was translated , it only gives the name of the work “ in 
the language of the White Plain ” or India This expres 
Sion 13 generally used to designate “ Sanskrit , " it can, how- 
e\er mean nothing more than Indian vernacular, audit 
IS well known that at the time the Tibetan translations 
M ere made there existed Buddhist works in the language 
« f Li (Khotau or Nepal) Zahora (Punjab), Kachmere,^ «i,c , 
and that P ill y,orks were also made use of by the Indian 
translators, for quite a number of volumes of the Blah- 
hgyur (notably vol xxx of the Mdo), contain texts directly 
translated from that language* I am however, inclined 
to think that it was made from a Sanskrit version in the 
dialect prevalent in Kachmete in the first century B c , at 
Mhich period and in which place the compiler, Dharma- 
trita, probably lived 

The Udinavarga is found also m the Chinese Tnpitaka 
The title of the work is there " Cliuh*yau king,” or Nidina 
Sfitra* It IS also divided into thirty-three chapters, the 
titles of which agree with those of the Tibetan, nith the 
following alight differences — Chap iv is “Absence of Care 
less Behaviour chap v “Reflection,' chap vl “In- 
telligence,' chap XXIX 'The Twins” (Pamaia*). The 
contents of the two works, as far as has been ascertained, 
are identical 

Both the Chinese and the Tibetan version attribute the 
compilation of the Udanaaarga to Dharmatrata,® and the

If this 
Vasumitra -was the one who was president of the Synod 
held under Kanishka, w’e might at once assign Dharma- 
trdta to the first century B.C. Unfortunately the question 
cannot he solved so easily. Taranatha says that there was 
a Sthavira Dharmatr^ta, who was one of the leaders of the 
Vaibasliika, “but,” he adds, “ one must not confound this 
Dharmatrata with the compiler of the Ud^navarga.” ^ So 
likewise Tchandrakirti, cited by Bumouf,^ mentions two 
Dharmatratas, a Sthavira and a Bhadanta, and it is highly 
probable, from Mr. Beal’s catalogue of the Chinese Tripi- 
taka, that both these Dharmatratas composed works. The 
Sthavira composed the Samyukt&bhidharma gastra (Catal. 
p. 82), but cannot have written the commentary on Arya- 
deva’s ^atagastra Vaipulya,® for Aryadeva must have lived 
later than he. 

The date of the first translation into Chinese of a collec- 
tion of gathfis by Dharmatr§,ta (a.d, 221-223), enables us, 
however, to limit the period in which the compiler of the 
Ud&navarga can possibly have lived, and to assert that 
the work was composed somewhere between 75 b.c. and 
200 A.D. 

If we compare the Udanavarga with the Fa-kheu-pi-u,* 
it appears that in this latter work, out of 140 verses or 
parts of verses, there can be traced back to the Dhamma- 
pada about twenty-five which do not occur in the Tibetan 
version. This has led me to suppose that if the other 
works attributed to Dharmatrata in the Chinese Tripi- 
taka were examined, one might probably discover all the 
verses of the Dhammapada and quite a number of those 
of the Sutta Uipata. 

The Tibetan translation was made by Vidyaprabh^kara, 
who, from the fact that his name is frequently mentioned 
in connection with those of Qilendrabodhi, Dana9ila, &c.,

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■well known translators of the nmtli century, was most 
likely m Tibet at about the same time, when King Eal- 
pa-chan (ad 817-842) was giving great encouragement 
to translators of Buddhist works 

The commentary which has been made use of in the 
present work was composed by Piadjflavarman, who lived 
in Kachmere in the ninth century ad' Besides the pre- 
sent commentary entitled the Tfdanavarga vivarana, he 
composed a commentary on the Viceschastava by Siddha 
pat], and one on the DevSticayastotra by Sanskarapati 
In the introduction to the Uddnavarga vivarana* it is 
said that Pradjudvarman uas an Indian of BhongaU 
(Bhangala ?), and a disciple of Bodhivarma of Kapadhyara 
(sic) He was bom at Kara, m the country of Bhangala, 
and his fame was great, he was bles«cd with great stead- 
fastness and sound uoderstanding Being blessed with 
the recollection of man} of the ilauless jewels uttered in 
the Dharma he u as of infinite service to the rest of man- 
kind Hi 3 recollection of the many sayings of the holv 
law caused him to shine forth like the sun, and through 
the extent of Ins knowledge lie dispelled the darkness 
that envelope 1 mankind, bringing them joy and confi- 
dence He composed, then, a commentary to help 
to set forth cleirlv the sayings which ho n ed to speak, to 
the multitudes He kept the still beautiful cut flowers 
(of the Dharma) m Iheir original form, but dispelled the 
obscurity of ®orac of the utterances, making their perfec- 
tions to burst forth like lotus flowers, and thus eveiy one 
of the utterances of the most excellent of Munis (tc 
Gautama) has become as bright os the sun. Tins com- 
mentary was therefore comjioscd to extract the essence of 
the utterance^ of tin, Tallii ala called ‘words ot great

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blessing/ or ‘udanas’ — fragments of the rvords of the 
A'ictorious One — and to teach their real signification.” 

This commentary is divided in thirty-three chapters, 
each one of -which is devoted to a chapter of the text. 
Each verse is generally preceded by a short history of the 
events vhich caused the Buddha to speak it. In some 
cases these stories appear to have some historical value, 
but in the great majority they have evidently been in- 
vented to suit the text. In the Appendix there -will be 
found a certain number of these “ nidanas,” as they are 
called by Pradjnavarman, illustrating the different kinds 
of stories he joins to the text. In some few cases there is 
some analogy between the events related and those men- 
tioned in Buddhaghosha’s commentary on the Dhamma- 
pada, but it is unimportant. 

The explanations of the words of each udana are bor- 
rowed from the shtras or the agamas (feny) ; they are aU 
of that literal description which one might expect of a 
“ hinayanist ” who did not. pretend to extract from words 
anything more than their ordinary meaning. In the 
chapter on nirvana he shows us that Tchandrakirti's 
observation about the Vaibashika Dham strata, that “he 
believed in the existence of things past and things 
future,” ^ is also applicable to him. 

Let me here call attention to the use made throughout 
the Udanavarga of the word “ nirvana.” In the greater 
number of cases it only implies the condition of Arhat, in 
which “ sorrow has been left behind,” “ the nirvana of the 
Arhat ” (xxvi. lo), or in Pali, hilesanibbanam. On the 
other hand, it cannot be understood to imply anything 
else but annihilation in such verses as xxvi. 27, in which 
it is defined as “ not existence, not to be born.” Here, 
then, it is in the “ destruction of every particle of the 
elements of being {shandhas) or aniipddisesoMib'bana'm.” 

It has frequently been asserted that the Horthem 
Buddhist texts were of no value for a critical examination

Tins account of the first schism in Buddliism is quite 
different from what is told by Spence Hardy and Bigan- 
det. Devadatta’s five propositions, according to them, 
were l To live in forests , 2 to eat only such food as 
they had collected themselves, 3 to wear only robes 
made of rags, 4. to abstam from fish and meat, 5 to 
dwell in unroofed places 

Hiuen Thsang saw in the kingdom of Knmasuvama 
three convents occupied by followers of DCvadatta, and 
who used neither milk nor butter (Si yu-ki x p 85) 
Fab-Hian 6033, in speaking of the kingdom of Kosala, 

' Dfivadatta also has a body of disciples still existing. 
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tliey pay religious reverence to the three past Euddhas, 
but- not to Sakyamuni.’- 

I have not been able to explain the reason -why salt 
was not used.

The Ayurhmat Eahula was residing in a monastery at 
Eajagriha to perform penance, when Bhagavat came there 
to instruct him. Seeing Bhagavat coming from afar off, 
he prepared to one side a seat, a bath for his feet, and a 
footstool, and then he went forward to meet him, carrying 
his robe and his alms-bowl. 

When Bhagavat’s feet had been washed, he asked the 
Ayuchmat Eahula if there remained any water in the 
vase. The Bhadanta answered him that there was. " Well. 
Eahula, thou foolish man, who hast shunned the rules of 
virtue (who hast lied), thou art like that (dirty water left 
in the basin), I declare! He %vho knowingly tells lies, 
who is immodest, without shame, and who repents him 
not, is cast out of the priesthood, as is thrown awaj^ 
tliis (dirty water).” 

This story is particularly interesting from the fact that - 
it gives us a second version of the sermon to Eahula on 
lying, which sermon is mentioned in the Babra inscrip- 
tion of Asoka, where he says : " Thus, my lords, I honour 
in the first place these religious works — ‘Summary of 
Discipline,’ ‘The State of the Just,’ ‘The Terrors of the 
^ Ses Beal’s Chinese Pilsrim', p. 82. 
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Future,’ ‘The Song of the Wise,’ ‘ The Sutra ou Conduct 
Befitting the Wise,' ‘The Questions of TJpatissa,’ ‘The 
Admonition to Itahula concerning Falsehood, uttered by 
the Blessed Bnddha.’"*^ The Chnh-yan King agrees, I 
believe, with the Tibetan text and Comment.

In Kosala a great number of Brahmans and house- 
holders ■were seated together in the playhouse {Ifod-mos- 
aai J:hang-pa-na), as it was their custom to do now and 
tlien, to converse together. “ TVho are the beings,” some 
one asked, “ who will pass beyond birth and death ? ” A 
severe ascetic answered : “ They who remain seated (for a 
long time) in one place (stegs).” Another said: “They who 
make sacrifices and burnt-offerings.” Then Bhagavat 
said: "What think you. Brahmans and citizens (griha- 
pati), if a dense forest or thick jungle had caught on fire 
and had (afterwards) been soaked by rain (and put out), 
would it grow again?” “Certainly, Venerable one.” 
“And why so ? ” “ Because the roots have not been de- 
stroyed.” “Well, so it is •with those who practise severe 
asceticism, or who remain seated (motionless), (passions 
will spring up afresh), because they have not completely 
destroyed attachment.” And then he spoke these two 
verses.

In Bajagriha there lived two Brahmans, Xala and (his 
wife) Upanala.

A very -wise soothsayer, who saw 
the child a short time after (its birth), was displeased with 
the signs (he saw on it), in consequence of which he made 
sacrifices, &c., to call Brahma. “ "What do yon want ? ” 
(Brahma asked). “ I want a long life for my son ” (the 
father said). “I am not able to ensure that,” he an- 
swered, “but the great Eischis knowhow;" and ■with that 
Brahma vanished. When they had heard this, they in- 
voked with sacrifices the great Bischi Himavatapuschpa,

Ayuchmat, to what sect do 
you belong? In what doctrine do you find pleasure?”

It IS a fact worthy of remark that throughout the 
Commentary, wherever the eients related occurred 
shortly after the acquirement of Buddhaship, the 
Tibetan text is an exact translation of the Pali test of 
the Mahava^a. This, howeier, is easily explained from 
the fact that all the historical or legendary passages of 
the Commentary are derived from the Yinaya, the sutras 
being only used to expHm the precepts dogmatically, 
and the two versions of the Vinaya agree to a far greater 
extent, as far as they lia\e been compared, than any 
other parts of the canons.

“Father” means the component parts of the sanskara, 
because actions (/as) are bom of the external ■world. 

“ King ” means thought (vidjana, fifth skandha) ; this 
■word is used to imply that ■vidjana is a cause (hetu) of 
the sanskara. Kaja, i.e., “ king,” means also the region of 
passions, of form, and so forth. 

“ Two pure ” means the component parts of form 
(rfipa), which term comprises the different forms of 
bodies. 

" Kingdom ” means the six senses (ayatanas), because 
they belong to the kingdom of vidjana (thought). 

" And its inhabitants ” means feeling (sparcha) and 
perception (vedan^), because they are the foremost and 
principal members of the six internal senses. 

When one has put an end to these, the cause of exist- 
ence and its consequences are at an end, done away with, 
and therefore “ a man will be pure.” 

Kow the Ariya Efityayana explains the teaching of 
the sfitras as follows : The true cause of existence is 
desire (trichna) ; it is “ the mother,” for it is by reason Of 
desire that beings are created; to conquer it is to get rid 
of an enemy. 

The “father” is corruption (asrava), existence, and 
deeds. The deeds which one has done, whether they be 
\drtuous or corrupt, must be endured by the indi\'i- 
dual when they have matured; this is what the sfitra^ 
say. 

The “ king ” means attachment (upadana) and the 
other perceptions of the mind, the six senses whicli 
ai-e lord of the abode; this is what the agamas (/any) 
say. 

The “two pure” means essentially correct opinion- 
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(darqina), virtue (^ila), and diligence (vrata, Or good be 
haviour) * 

‘ Kingdom ” means tbe region of sin (kle^a) 

“The inhabitants," what accompanies sm, and so 
forth 

He who has been able to gam the victory over all 
these enemies is ‘'pme,” for he has cast off all the 
objects of perception ^1) He is without impurity, for 
he 13 not m the same condition as those m this ivorld. 
That IS what he (KatySyana) teaches 

Air Beal informs me that according to the Chinese 
Comment on this verse, " father and mother means lust , 
“king and two important personages” imphes arrogance 
and all its germs, "kingdom,” ^e fetters of lust and 
irrogaace.
